Judge Hoadly Slowly but Surely 
Recovering His Health. 


—_— 


The Ohio Gubernatorial Candidate Vigorous 
in Mind and Body—Preparing to Take the 
Stump Again Next Monday—He will Make 
a Rally all Along the Line. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, September 25.—The Wortp 
has the following dispatch from Philadel- 
phia: “As I stepped into the bright and 
cosy St. George Hotel last evening I am sure 
apincould have been heard to drop upon 
the carpet if it had not been for the low mur- 
mur of the electric light, Two elderly wom- 
en were talking about family matters ina 
subdued tone. A bell boy in a scarlet hat, 
cuten Quaker, was leaning against the of- 
fice counter, and the clerk was smoothing 
his whiskers. I asked for Judge Hoadly of 
Ohio, and upon being told that he was in, 
wrote my name upon acard. It was sent to 
No. 9 in charge of a boy who walked on the 


balls of his toes lest he should arouse the 
echoes. ‘There was a inan here to-day from 
Ohio, asking me,” said the clerk, “if Judge 
Hoadly was down with an attack of typhoid 
fever. 1 declare this enough to give a man 
fever to be bothered as he is,” and the clerk 
looked at me ina rather indignant way, as 
though I had come in to disturb the .exact 
balance of the universe. The buy came 
back irom No. 9 with the information that 

MR. HOADLY WOULD SEE ME. 
As Ientered the room the Judge came to- 
wards the door and gave me a cordial and 
hearty greeting. I said to myself: 
“Surely this isn’t the Democrat- 
ic standard bearer of Ohio whose shattered 
health has been so much talked about.” 
I found him very much in appearance the 
man that he was five years ago, barringa 
little more baldness, a little more gray in the 
hair and a deeper shadow of weariness about 
the eye, such as might come to any man 
after being shut up in a room for three 
weeks and cut off from exercise. 
“‘l am feeling very much better,” said the 
Judge. ‘To-day I took quite a little ride 
about the city, and afterwards a stroil about 
the streets. After I came back I took 
a drop of whisky and felt much 
better, but with this malarial poi- 
son in the system one always feels 
better in the evening. In the morning the 
dull, listless, aching sensations come. I feel 
as well now as I ever did, but my legs, I find, 
are yet quite weak. I have been disap- 
pointed at

but all persons who have: lived in talarial 
districts know how difficult it is to shake off 
this trouble when it once gets a good hold.

The Judge referred to his old enemy,chronic 
dyspepsia, which had complicated mattersa lit- 
tle, but, said he, “‘my nervous system is as 
perfect as 1t ever was, and mentally I feel as 
vigorous as 1 ever did in my life,” and the 
vigor of his conversation confirmed it. 

Referring to Dr. Bartholow, now the 

dean of the Jefferson Medical College, 
the Judge said: “‘You know his work on 
therapeutics, now a standard authority, was 
some time ago translated into ali the civil- 
ized languages of Europe, and now the Doc- 
tor tells me that it has recently been trans- 
lated into Chinese.””

Police Commissioner Gooding Out- 
. lines His Policy. 


His Career as Advocate, Poet, Lecture? and 
Statesman—What Crittenden Says of Him 
—Kinkead’s Successor. 


Gen. O. P. Gooding, the newly-appointed 
Police Commissioner, returned to the city 
from Jefferson this morning. He was met 
by a reporter of the Post-DISPATCH at the 
Laclede Hotel, where a number of his friends 
were congregated about him to extend their 
congratulations. ‘I know it was a surprise 


to you,” said the General to one of his 
friends, “for it was a complete sur- 
prise tome. [ was not forewarned In any 
way of my appointment, and consequentiy, 
noneot my friends knew there was the 
slightest probability of 
place.” : 
~ “If you were net an applicant for the of- 
fice, how did it happen, General, that you 
were at Jefferson City?” asked the reporter. 

“I was called there, sir, fifteen minutes 
before 1 left St. Louis. I had no more idea 
of going to Jefferson City than you have 
now. Tn fact 1 did not know why I was 
going there when I left here, but 1 was leit 
to infer that the Governor wished to see me 
on amatter of importance. It was only on 
my arrival that learned the Governor 
intended to appoint me a Police Com- 
missioner. 1 called upon him, and 
afteralong and slomang conference, told 
him that I would accept the position. 

“Were you aware, General, that your 
friends were using their influence with the 
Governor to induce him to appoint you?” 

“No, sir, 1 teil you I had not the slightest 
intimationofit. isee by the morning pa- 
pers that there is a considerable amount of 
conjecture among local politicians as to how 
and where 1 received my backing and In- 
fluence with the Governor. On .this bead | 
have nothing to say. 1 was not an applicant 
for the office, as the Governor has already 
stated, and the reasons or motives that in- 
duced him to appoint me can be more 
properly commented upon by others than 
me. Sufficesit to say that my influence did 
not come from any local politicians, 
for I have never been identified with dt, 
Louis politics in any shape or form.”

The Colored Convention at Louisville 
in an Uproar. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 25.—When 
Fred. Douglas, at 10 0’clock, came, into Lied- 
erkranz Hall todeliver his speech he found 
a very large crowd in attendance, many 
white persons having come to hear his plea 
for his people. On the stage, beside lead- 
ing colored men, sat ex-Aitorney-Genera! 
James Speed of Lincoln’s Vabinet, General 
James A. Eakin, United States Army, re- 
tired, and a number of other whites of 
prominence. Douglas spoke two hours, his 
speech being logical, often humorous and 
always interesting, He sketched the his- 
tory of his race since the emancipation. 
He was frequently sarcastically severe on the 
Government and incidentally on the Repub- 
lican party. He was listened to with inter- 
est and received frequent and generous ap- 

plause.

Meeting of Two Forty-Niners and Vet- 
erans of the War. 


“Hello, old man!” 

‘Hello yourself!” were the exclamations a 
Post-Dispatcu reporter heard in the corri- 
dor of the Planters’ to-day and the next ip- 
stant two bronzed and gray-haired 


veterans clasped hands and = =re- 
tired to a corner to swa 

reminiscences. One of them was Gen. D. C. 
Govan of Marianna, Lee County, Ark., who 
is on his way to the Confederate and Federal 
reunion, to be held at Cedar Rapids under 
the auspices of Crocker’s Iowa Brigade on 
the 26th and Zz7th of this month. The 
other was Col, A. - F. Rodgers of 
Alton, They had been  forty-niners 
together in California and they 
met to-day for the first time in thirty years. 
They fought on opposite sides during the 
war, but the memory of old times holds them 
close together in common friendship. Both 
of them went to California in 1849 
and were deputy sheriffs under Gen- 
eral Ben MeCullough, the Mexican 
War veteran, who was afterwards kilied at 
Pea Ridge in the late war. They say they 
had tougher times there facing California 
mobs and desperadoes than they had in the 
war. Col, Rodgers served in the Mexican 
war when 18 years of age and enlisted in the 
Union forces in the last war, _be- 
ing chosen Colonel of the LEightieth 
liiinois regiment, and was captured 
in the first raid, and served a term of eight- 
iven months in Atlanta, Macon and Libby 
prisons. 

Gen, Govan was in the Confederate service 
and in one of the four great battles near At- 
lanta, Ga., captured the flag of the Sixteenth 
lowa regiment commanded by Col. Addison 
H. Sanders who surrendered to his|command, 
This regiment was in Crocker’s brigade 
and will take part in the reunion. Gen. 
Govan sent back the flag of the Sixteenth 
on September lith, and it is at the earnest 
invitation of his old enemies that he goes to 
the reunion to fraternize over past expe- 
riences. Gen Govan was a witness of Gen. 
McPherson’s death, which occurred in front 
of his lines at Atlanta. He was a cumrade 
of Gen. Marmaduke and both veterans went 
on a search for the Genera] to take him, as 
they said, to the lowa reunion.

If elected, I will endeavor to uphold the dignity 
of the bench and command the respect which is 
due it; I will devote all my time, energy and 
ability to a faithful, prompt and efficient dis- 
charge of the duties of the office. 


The Constitution of Missouri requires 
State officers, especially judges, to give their 
whole time to the duties of their offices. 
The statutes positively forbid any judge of a 
court of record, except judges of county 
cuurts, to practice law. Yet Judge PuHIL- 
Lips, after accepting a high judicial position 
in a branch of the State Supreme Court, de- 
clares that he will continue to practice as a 
lawyer at the bar. While drawing the sal- 
ary of aSupreme Court judge, he defends 
FRANK JAMES without fee, as if that were 
the service which he js paid to perform for 


the State. 
The State pays for the prosecution 


of persons indicted for crime. Did she 
ever pay alawyer for the defense of any 
criminal except FRANK JAMES? Was ever 
before a high judicial position conferred on 
aman with the understanding that its du- 
ties were not tointerfere with the practice 
of his profession as an advocate, and that its 
emoluments were to reward himin leu of a 
fee for the defense of a notorious crimina|? 

Speaking to the FRANK JAMES jury of bis 
connection with the Supreme Court, Judge 
PHILLIPS said: 

I definitely stated, and it was distinctly under- 
stood, that if the acceptance of that. office in- 
volved a breach of my undertaking and obligation 
to FRANK JAMES, I would not accept the com- 
mission. 

This was a distinct declaration that he had 
the approval of the Supreme Court in de- 
voting his time to the practice of his profes- 
sion and the defense of Frank JAmes, 
while drawing a State salary for devoting 
himself to the judicial duties assigned to 
him by the Supreme Court. He has since 
said that there was no such understanding. 
Which statement is true? Who is respon- 
sible for placing the State and her judicial 
ermine in this disgraceful attitude?

I WAS an interested listener to & conversation 
among a party of gentiemen about the down-town 
girl not long since. The down-town girl of which 
I speak is of highly respectable parentage; often 
of position, education and wealth, but she has got 
into tne habit of going down town and walking 
the streets until it becomes a pasSion as strong as 
the whisky or tobacco habit in some men. She is 
usually not guilty of any indiscretions, and would 
be insulted if any one shouid insinuate that a 
“mash” could be made on her or that she would 


do such a thing as pick up an acquaintance on the 
street, yet she is, lu @ Certain sense, Common, 
The faces of such girls are as familiar tothe 
habitues of the sidewalks. to the police, reporters 
and others Whose business brings them on the 
street, as the faces of the women on the town. 
There seems to be an unaccountable and irresist- 
ible attraction in the mere walking, Ceaselessly, 
day alter day, up and down: Fourth, Fifth and 
Olive streets, dropping for excuse into a store 
now and then to look ai goods or to make a small 
purchase. After the disease once thoroughly gets 
into the.system it seems ineradicable, and a day 
is considered lost by a regular down-towner 
which has not been varied by at least one trip to 
the city. I have seen the same faces belonging to 
these unfortunates ou Fourth street every day in 
the week, and probably there is nota street loafer 
in town that cannot call off the names of quitea 
pumber of them. Ihave heard acquaintances of 
some of them say, in speaking of it, that when 
they have purchases to make, instead of buying 
everything at once, they get one article at a time, 
in order to have a good reason for going. These 
young ladies are perhaps not aware Low much 
they are the subject of remark, or they 
would make strenuons efforts to break the habit. 
It is the iirst step in the direction of female mash- 
erdom, the bounds of which realm are unlimited 
for evil.

THE natural consequences of the practicestof the 
down-town girl is seen on the streets every day. 
Of ecurse, they are Only a part of the causes that 
fill the city with female mashers, but 
they are responsible for a fair share of the evil. 
The masher variety runs from the demure maiden 
who earries on a comparatively harmless flirtation 
to the brazen-faced female hoodlum that stops at 
no lengths to secure her aims. It is only neces-

A CARRIER'S LIABILITY. 


Judgement Affirmed Against the Missig, 
sippi Vailey Transportation Company. 


Judge McCrary of the United States Cireyy 
Court this morning affirmed the judgment of the 
District Courtin the case of the Sun Mutua; 


surance Company Vs. the Mississipni 
Transportation Company in adwiraity. 
opinion is a lengthy one, but the substance 
is summed upip the conclusion which is 
lows: “My conclusion upon this subject js » it 
as between the carrier and the shipper or ji .ype, 
the carrier is liabie for the loss of woods wi)\. |,’ 
transitu, though at the time of ihe ,...

After 
taking on board the barge the goods at East 
St. ‘Louis and starting back across the 
river. The collision complained of occurred 
pg my these facts itis insisted that as to so mueh 
of the Cargo as Was taken ou Doard the barge at 
Easi St. Louis the insurance company was pot 
liabie, because that property was not en route 
from St. Louis to New Orleans at the tine 
of its 1083, and =it is gaid thar 
inasmuch as the insurance company 
was not liable on its policy, it could not by paying 
the loss acquire any right of subrogation. I bold 
that since the insurance company in this Case saw 
fit to waive the objection and treat the 
loss as Within the policy. by pay. 
ing it, the carrier cannot be heard to 
object for the reason that its liability 
to the shipper is clear, and it is in no wise injured 
by being called upon to make payment to the jp. 
surer. If, therefore, it were conceded in the pres- 
ent case that the Voyage insured against had not 
commenced when the loss oceurred | should hoi 
that the carrier by whose negligence the 
loss occurred has ho interest in rais 
ing that question and that it is not 
one which in any way concerns him. The insur. 
ers here are clearly uot volunteers. It is, how. 
ever, manifest, 1 think, that the voyage insured 
against Lad commenced at the time o1 thie logs. 
The barbdor of St. Louis may well be regarded for 
the purposes of sucii a case as e 
tending to the opposite shore of! the 
Mississippi River, and an iasurance against loss 
upon a voyage from St. Louis to New Orleans 
may well be held tocover a loss occurring as 
this did, while the cargo was being brought 
by the carrier irom East St. Louis to St, 
Louis, under the circumstances stated, 
The carrier had assumed the — countrol 
and taken possession of the goods for the pur- 
poses of the voyage, and the fact that some were 
on one side ofthe river and someonthe otler 
is of no consequence.” 

The foregoing decision carries with it a judg- 
ment of $9,500 against the Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Company in favor of 
the Sun Mutual Insurance Companr, 
of New Orleans. This sum represents the value 
of certain goods insured in the Sun Mutual and 
consigned to parties in New Orleaus, which were 
being transported by the Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Company, and Were lost in a collision 
on the river at St. Louis.

EXCEPTIONS SUSTAINED. 


Judge Treat Renders an Important De- 
cision in a Railroad Case. 


In the United States Cireuit Court this 
morning J udfe Treat rendered a decision in 
the case of Josiah Fogg vs. the St. Louis, 
Hannibal and Keokuk Railroad Company 
and the St. Louis and Keokuk Railroad Com- 
pany—in equity. The Court says: The only 
facts disclosed which are essential to 
the present inquiry are that 


prior to May 4, 1870, the plaintiff's demand 
against the second corporation named was 
in existence and could have been pursued 
and enforced; that no suit was brought on 
said demand until September 21, 1881; that 
judgment was recorded in said suit on said 
demand at law in October 3, 1882; that exe- 
eution thereon was duly issued and 
return of nulla bona made March 19, 
1883; that on March 4, 1873, the last 
pamed corporation, to-wit, the St. Louis 
and Keokuk Railroad Company, conveyed to 
the other defendant corporation all its prop- 
erty and franchises; the latter assuming all 
the debts, liabilities ‘and obligations thereto- 
fore made or incurred by or legally imposed 
upon the said St. Louis and Keokuk Raii- 
road Company for right-of-way, station 
grounds, ties or bridging, and other good 
and valuable considerations in said convey- 
ance mentioned; that under said eonvevance 
the first-named corporation entered into pos- 
-pession without knowledge of plaintiff's 
claim, which is alleged to be on construction 
account. This suit was commenced May 3, 
18838. Under the admitted facts it 
seems that the grantee assumed all 
the liabilities of the grantor; but if that be 
not so by the express terms of the conveyance 
there was devolved upon it in equity the 
on rg of piaintiff’s demand when estab- 
ed. When ove corporation conveys to an- 
other all of its assets and franchises and the 
latter becomes thereby substautially, if not 
formally, the legai or equitable successor of 
the former, it must be heid to take cum 
onere. It still remains to consider whether, 
under the facts and circumstances stated, 
the plaintiff has lost his right to pursue the 
rantee, through laches or lapse of time. 
‘he generai rule is not disputed that courts 
of equity will follow statutes of 
limitations ip other than excep- 
tional Cases ; and that creditors 
at large must reduce their demands to judg- 
mentand have executions issued thereon 
and returned nulla bona before they have 
any standing in equity. This follows from 
the principle recognized by the statutes of the 
nited States, that no case is cogniz- 
able ~ equity where the Pistawt 
has adequate and mplete 
remedy os law. Judgment and a yo tless 
execution furnish the proper evidence that 
the piantiff is remediless at law. Uater the 
rulings of the cases cited it is contended that 
the plaintiff here could in March, 1873, 
have maintained a suit in equity 
against the first-named defenuant, and 
hence within the meaning of 
statute of limitations his cause of act- 
jon against the first corporation named here- 
in should be held to have then accrued, and 
to have been barred in law and equity at the 
commencement of this suiton May 3, 1883.

STYLES IN MEN’S APPAREL. 

A Tendency to Tightness Shown in Gar- 
ments for the Coming Winter. 
From the Boston Herald. 

A few of tiie bolder manufacturers have 
endeavored to foist certain rich, dark colors 
upon the market, with a view of having 
ihem adopted for dress suits, displacing 
thereby the sombre, orthodox black; but it is 
believed that the good taste of the class ac- 
customed to wear full evening dress will ni) 
this attempt in the bud, prompted as it is by 


‘the fact that there is less inoney in the black 


than in the deep wine colors. The lapeis o! 
the dress coat are to be made smaller this 
year thao last, and will be fashioned to roll 
sumewhat higher than heretofore, the curve 
or scoop commencing at the third button. 
The sleeves will fit a trifle more closely to 
the arm and the sairt, if changed at all, will 
be slightiv lengthened. Silk facings, either 
in full or extending only to the buttonholes, 
are still fashionable, the material used being 
a fine rep corded silk. biack satin is in bad 
taste. Pi. dress vest is cut with three but- 
tuns ard “scooped” so deftly as to makea 
wide shirt bosom a necessity. It is finisheu 
round the edge with a double row of gimp. 
The trousers are cut straight, made to tit the 
leg snugiy and are finished with silk braid 
op the outer seains. 

The Prince Albert coat for fail and winter 
use will, of course, be still of dark material, 
blue and black being the favorite colors. The 
coat is made to fit the figure closely. The 
vest is of the same materia! and buttons toa 
point just under the top button of the coat. 
Great latitude 's allowed in the selection of 
material for the trousers, though a dark or 
light gray mixture and a very fine blagk-and- 
white check are in the greatest demand. 
Striped goods will be worn,. though not as 
much as formerly. The cutaway coat is made 
alinost precisely the sameé as last season. 

There is a very handsome frock coat, en- 
tirely new this season, that will look wel:

Overcoats will this season be worn double- 
breasted. ‘There is but slight difference in the 
length, the change, if any, being ove of in- 
crease.

THE HON. MR. TWO BELLIES. 


How the Distinguished Mr. Schurz Was 
Greeted in the Land of the Crows. 


Gray Cliff Letter in the Inter-Ocean. 

The Gray Cliff, a large encamoment of 
about three hundred wigwams, was found 
to the south of the road. Here it was that 
the Indian war dance was to take place. 
This point is abvut 980 miles from St. Paul 
and distant some twenty-five miles from the 
Crow Agency. ‘[he Indians who were seen, 
numbering about 1,500, had been induced by 
tne promise of a big feast to come to Gray 
Cliff with their wives and children, their 
ponies and dogs, wigwams, war-paint and 
all other appurtenances of savage life, in 
order that the visitors might have an oppor 
tunity of seeing the “noble red man” in his 
original condition in life, 

A feature of the day was the arrival on the 
scene of **I'wo Bellies,’’ chief of the Mount- 
ain Crows. ‘The old warrior was seated up- 
on his pony, one leg-done up in a bandage 
and wearing anything but the uniform of 
civilization, when he made his appearance. 
The arrival of such adistinguished personage 
was, of course, immediately noticed, and the 
first to grasp his handand bid him welcome 
was Hon. Carl Schurz, who was Secretary of 
the Interior and in charge of Indian affairs 
when Senor Two Beilies was prancing 
around the mountains with his Winchester 
and in his war-paint seeking visitors to his 
country, with a desire of giving them a warm 
reception. He greeted tle Secretary with 
much cordiality and evidently took great 
yleasure in referring to the past, as, through 
his interpreter, he was compelled to do most 
of his traveling on horseback, owing to the 
unsatisfactory working of his right leg, 
where one of Uncle Sam’s boys had incident- 
ally planted a forty-two-calibre memento of 
his friendship for Lo some few years back. 
The ex-Secretary and the warrior spentsome 
moments* in a pleasant interchange of 
“Hows,” 

Another distinguished chief was presented 
to the visitors and made a telling speech, 
which in substance was as follows: “You 
are having a good time and I am glad of it. 
If lhad known, you were coming I should 
have had my hair eutin honor of the occa- 
sien, but as it is lam obliged to be as you 
see me, Ho! If you have any champagne 
bring it onand I will drink it for you. If 
anybody wants to buy se? moccasins I wii! 
sell them for $4. Ho!” Mr. Schurz respond- 
ed in his usuai beautiful and touching man- 
ner, .

THE CAS WAR. 


A Fresh Battleon the Water Gas 
Company Begun by the La- 
clede Company. 


The Board of Public Improvements Asked to 
Prohibit the Water Gas Company from Lay= 
ing Pipes North of Washington Avenue— 
An Interesting Document—What the Board 
Did. 


The Board of Public Improvements held 
an interesting meeting this morning. The 
most important matter brought before it was 
an application of the St. Louis Gas, Fuel 
and Power Company for permission to lay 
pipes in District No. 3. Distrie No, 3In- 
ciudes the territory lying between Franklin 
and Cass avenues aud from Fourth street 
to Grand avenue. The two districts already 
provided for are District No. 1, whieh is 
bounded by Washington and Chouteau ave- 
nues and Fourth and Twentieth streets, and 
District No, 2, bounded by Washington and 
Franklin avenues and Fourth and Twentieth 
streets. The new district takes in nearly all 
the territury. occupied by the Laclede Gas 
Company. ‘The application was referred to 
the Street Commissioner a few days ago and 
was by him returned this morning with the 
report that the President of the Board ask 
the opinion of the City Counselor whether 
under the law the city can give 
permission to the St. Louis Gas, Fuel 


and Power Co. to lay pipes in the streets 

samed, and for the purposes set forth in its 

application. The object of the Gas, Fuel & 

Power Co., it is said, was to obtain perinis- 

sion to lay their pipes in the new district in 

a quiet way, as the permission to tay pipes 

in the two first districts was obtained with- 

out trouble. Mr. Henry Post, the attorney 
of the company, appeared this morning to 
urge haste, but he was surprised on his ar- 
rival to find that documents had been sub- 
wnitted to the bvard of such a character as tuo 
indicate that the application would 
tought by the Laclede Gas Co. The docu- 
ments consisted of a remonstrance by the 
latter company to the granting of the appli- 
cation. 

ANOTHER MATTER OF INTEREST 
to the city was brought up by a communica- 
tion frum J. C. Huston, Clevelaud, Ohio, in 
which he makes a proposition to work what 
female labur the city may be able to furnish 
at the Work House at making brushes, he to 
furnish all material and a foreman and pay 
ten cents per 1,000 holes for drawing tampico 
and bristies, and fifteen cents for drawing 
rice root; twenty-four cents a gross for pack-

Furnished to Boys.

The Novel of Fifteen Years Ago and That of 
To=Day—Indians ys. Train Robbers—How 
the Mind is Prepared for the Reading of 
Good Books, 


Awriterina recent English publication 
asks the question, “Is fiction wortir read- 
ing?” and after dwelling upon the subject to 
the extent of half a newspaper column in 
which he touches on the works of the princi- 
pal fiction writers from Fielding and Smol- 
let to Hardy and Howells, answers in the af- 
firmative in this wise: ‘‘All things consid- 
ered, we say yes. Itis better to read fiction 
than to read nothing at all. It affords a relief 
from bard toil, though it may furnish only 
amusement or excitement. * * * Above 
all it fosters a taste for literature, and en- 
tices people of a thoughtful disposition to 
higher kinds of reading. The man or boy 
who begins with Capt. Marryat will ascend 


, with an easy stage to Washington Irving, 


thence to the essays of Elia and soon, step 
by step, till he reaches and can _ relish 


Shakspeare himself.”” The writer evidently 
thinks that Capt. Marryat is the lowest rung 
in the ladder of fiction. A Post-Dispatcu 
reporter rejuvenating himself with yellow- 
back reading recentiy was struck with the 
idea that Capt. Marryat’s, works are classics 
compared with the cheap literature which 
the boys of America feed on. One would 
scarcely believe how much ephemeral stuift 
is written and printed for the satisfaction of 
the morbid literary appetite of the American 
youth.

The hair of the 
adoiescent reader is made to switeh about 
and creep and curl while his blood burns or 
freezes and his heart bangs away in the 
most reckless sort of manner.

Sagamore of Saco,” “The Phantom Foe,” 
“Mohegan Maiden,” “Swiftwing Squaw,” 
“Backwoods Ben,” “Keen Knife,” Buck- 
skin Bill, “Billy Bowlegs,”’ “Scariet Mocca- 
sin,” “Cato the Creeper,” ‘Star Face the 
Siayer,” “Skeleton Scout,” and “Hawkeye 
Harry” were some of them. The following 
will give an idae of how they read:

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Captain Marryat’s stories were taken up, and 
then came Charles Lever’s works, sea teen 
Wilkie Collins and. Charles. Reade, and 
finally the whole ficld of fiction was entered. 
To-day, however, Munro’s and Beadle’s old 
style novels cannot be found. 
IN THEIR PLACES 

are five-cent folios and weekly papers with- 
out number, Beadle publishes at present 
two series of novels, the “‘New Dime Novel” 
serieseand the “Pocket Novels,” and DeWitt 


ep ‘**Ten-Cent Romances” which are 


uilt on the plan of the old dime novel. The 
Indian “racket” has been pretty well 
worked, and trappers have given way to 
cow-boys and traiu-robbers. Indians still 
figure in romances, however, but they are 
not the old style of Indians. These Indians 
have fine Remington rifles where the old ones 
had only bows and arrows, and show 
in many other Ways the effects of civiliza- 
tion. A great many lads have been follow- 
edup by many sensational writers. The 
newsboy and the district telegraph messen- 
ger figure largely in late publications; the 

ames boys have been written to pieces; 
“Old Sleuth,” deteetive stories have been 
written without number, and stories of met- 
ropolitan life in which gambiers, fakirs and 
bunko men figure are very popuiar. In a 
publication called the Wideawake Library, 
the writer waded through “Extree Nick, 
the New York Newsboy,” “Billy Bakkus,”’ 
“Sassy Sam Summer,’’* “The James Boys’ 
Band,” “The Mad Man of the North Pole,” 
“Fort Hayes; or, Black Eagle, the Aven- 
ger;,”’ “Trapper Duke’ and **Fred. Hazard, 
the Star of the Circus.” “Extree Nick” is 
full of newsboy jargon and New York slang. 
The following is from “The James Boys’ 
Band’’: 

**Siroc, my noble fellow,” said the horseman, 
“we are going to have a rough ride. By George, 
I would be somewhat surprised to find the entire 
baud there, but then they are not timid. That is, 
hone ubless it should be Charley Ford, our new 
pal. He has not been tried in snow, though he 
has in fire. A man who would not flinch trom 
builets, surely would not from snowflakes.” 

lhis horseman was none other than Jesse 
James, once the bandit king of America. A man 
who, in daring, cunning, and deeds of blood, 
never bad an equal. 

He shot men beeause he loved to do so, and 
often when the biood scaree dried from one Was 
he known to kill another. [¢ was he who followed 
(Juautrell at Lawrence, and made the streets rua 
red with blood of both sexes and allages. It.was 
he who led the charge uuder Bill Anderson at 
Centralia, one of the bloodiest Massacres ever 
known, and in which the devilish ingenuity of the 
white man excelled the barbarous crueity of the 
savare. 

Why was Jesse James on the road? 

The conundrum the reader may guess. 
He was on the road for blood, and the story 
shows that he got gallons of it. “‘In The Mad 
Man of the North Pole,” the author of which 
must be a paragrapher, the following is 
found:

‘Keno Kit,” “The Boy Buglar’s Pari; or, 
Dead Shot Dandy’s Doubie;” “‘“Ker-Whoop, 
Ker-Whoo, or the Tarantula of the Taos, on 
the Warpath,” .a tale of vengeful Apache 
hags and of the 'City of Sardine-box City, 
Arizona; “Red-top Rube, the Vigilante 
Prince ;or,the Black Regulators of Arizona,’ 
“Cinnamon Jack, the King Pin of Rifle 
Shots, or, the Phantom ‘Tracker,’ a tale of 
the Land of Silence. Cinnamon Jack 
abounds in scenes like these:

‘£10,000 Reward,’” and ‘The Broken But- 
ton.” Then there isthe “Old Cap. Coilier 
Library,”’ with 100 or more detective stories. 
The Pinkertons figure largely in these tales. 
The New York Dime Library deals in such 
stories as ‘“‘Montana Nat,” ‘The Lion of 
Lost Chanee Camp,” and “The Black Rider; 
or the Horse Thieves’ League. The Nickel 
Library has 500 stories, of which ‘The 
Witch Hunter; or, the Fatal Brand.” ‘‘Rock- 
wood, the Rover,” “Night Fox, the Scourge,”’ 
“The Blue Dwart’” and “lhe Tiger Killers” 
are samples. Nearly all that have been 
mentioned are boys’ stories. There are al- 
most as many publications for girls. Girls 
have no particular fancy for Indians or 
wonderful adventures, but they do dote on 
heroes in handsome uniforms or evening 
dress, and even knights or warriors bold. 
The Waverly Library supplies the wants of 
youthful female readers. Here are some of 
its novels: “Ihe Beautiful Deinon; or More 
Bitter than Death;” ‘Jule, the Jewess, or 
the Miser Millionaire;’ “The Terrible 
Truth, or the Thornhurst Mystery;” ‘Pur- 
sued to the Altar;” “Was She a Wife?” 
“The Cost of a Folly;” ‘Tempted Through 
Love, or One Womau’s Error;’ ‘The Hand 
of Fate; or, the Wreck of Two Lives ;” ‘‘Soid 
for Gold;” “Did He Love pak ‘Sinned 
Against,” and “A Bitter Mistake, or a 
Young Girl’s Folly.’’ The titles area sufii- 
cient index to the contents. There is a still 
more sensational style of publieation 
than these novels. They .are_ printed 
with suggestive illustratious, and are 
read chiefly by men and women 
whose time hangs heavily on their hands. 
Some of these books are “Glimpses of Goth- 
ain,” “New York by Day and by Night,” 
‘Paris by Gaslight,” ‘‘Mabille Unmasked,” 
‘“‘Che Mysteries.of Mormonism—lIts Pleas- 
ures and Crimes,” “‘Footlight Favorites,’’ 
“Folly’s-Queens,” etc, There are numerous 
other cheap publications, some serious, 
others witty and others nasty. But enough 
have been touched upon to show that a great 
deal of the extravagant and impossible has 
to be read through before Marryat is 
reached, and that the wide sale of these pub- 
lications show that the majority of the boys 
of America are wading through them to get 
to the great sea-romancer.

WOMAN’S EXCHANCE. 


Opening to the Public of a New 
Charitable Enterprise. 

History of the Movement—Objects Sought. to 
be Accomplished—A Depot for the Sale of 
Women’s Handiwork—A Lunch Room for 
Working Women. 


Through the indefatigable efforts of a 
number of Christian ladies a Woman’s Ex- 
change has been added to the list of charita- 
ble enterprises in St. Louis. The Woman’s 
Exchange up to the present date has been a 
pleasing sort of myth, but from to-morrow 
onit will bea very pleasing reality. Its 
history is short, dating back scarcely four 
months. Atthattime the idea was taken 
up byalady prominent in active Christian 
circles who had heard of the success attend- 
ing similar enterprises in the East, and who 
was alive to the vital necessity of one in St. 
Louis. The idea was communicated toa 
few other ladies, a meeting was held, 
an organization formed, and from that 
time the ladies moved forward like 


an army with banners winning every- 
body over to the project. putting 
forth every effort to raise fundsand solicit- 
ing assistance from that part of the public 
whose hearts are pot occupied altogether 
with their own wants. ‘The ladies agreed 
that if $1,000 could be raised the Excliange 
would gv ints operation; if not it would be 
abanduned and the money raised would be 
turned oyer to some charitable purpose. 
One entertainment after another was given 


| until at last 


THE $1,000 WAS RAISED. 
Then a suitabie locality for the Exchange 
was selected, a lease of the premises secured 
aud artisans put to work on the preparation 
of the place selected. ‘l'o-day they will cum- 
plete their work and to-morrow the public 
are invited to call and inspect the nucleus of 
a great institution of the future. ‘The Wo- 
man’s Exchange is situated at 214 North 
Sixth’street, which is near the corner of Ol- 
ive, and exactly opposite Thatcher's Cafe. 
An ex Dianation vf the objects of 
the Woman’s Exchange wouid not 
be amiss before proceeding to a description 
of the component parts. It is a well-known 
fact that there are hundreds of women who, 
principally through the shiftlessness of their 
natural protectors, have fallen from. afflu- 
ence to poverty, and who seek every honest 
and respectable means of support. Most of 
these women have one particular talent 
which, when times were different, was cul- 
tivated as an accomplishment, and which 
now Is sought to be diverted into a means of 
support. Lhe object of a Woman’s Ex- 
chauge is to furnish a market for the skill 
of these Women, Where the neediework, the 
handiwork, the painting, ete., Cam be dis- 
posed of at prices which will pay Tor their 
making. <All kinds of fancy work, the 
product of fingers that never knew tvil be- 
fore, wlll be exposed to. sale at 
the Woman’s Exchange, and the 
public will thus be placed in a 
position to assist needy and worthy people 
and can do so with the full knowledge that 
they are indeed assisting the needy. ‘The 
products of wowen’s handiwork are inumer- 
able and no matter what ihe article may be, 
trom a tidy to a patch-quilt, from a lvai of 
bread to an oil paiiting, it will find a piace 
of sale at the Exchange. ‘This offers not 
only assistance to thuse who are unfitted to 
dispose of their work themselves, but also 
to those who,having been reared toilers, wish 
to utilize the hours usualiy devoted to re- 
creation. 

THE LADY MANAGERS 
of the Exchauge claim that there is a great 
demand for every kind of woman’s work, 
and they will endeavor to create a market 
ior bread, cakes, etc., as well as for kniek- 
knacks. Home-made cake is looked upon as 
far superior to the manufactured article, 
and the Woman’s Exchange cake depart- 
ment will be aspecialty. But the best feature 
of the Exchange and the one whici most 


commends the enterprise to the public is the’ 


restaurant attachment. The ladies say 
there is no place in the city where a working 
woman can get a clean, neat lunch at noon 
for asmall sum of money. ‘To fill this want 
the restaurant partof the institution was 
created. There is room for sixty people in 
the restaurant, and only meinbers of the 
gentler sex will be allowed to take seats at 
the tables or toenter. Acupof good coffee 
and a generous compliment of bread and 
butter will be served at the Exchange for 
ten cents. The female emploves of .ali the 
principal stores will be enabied to obtain a 
warm dinner ata nominal sum, as they may 
take a little lunch with them from home to eat 
at the Exchange. The Exchange itself isa 
handsome little store-ruom, newly-painted, 
papered and whitewashed. The first half of 
the store is tv be partitioned otf as the de- 
pository of articles for sale and for a library 
for women. ‘The other half will be the res- 
taurant. There will be twenty tables of 
various sizes in the apartment, at which 
sixty or more people can be seated. ‘The en- 
tire Exchange will be presiaed over bya 
matron why will be well assisted. 1t will be 
for women alone. ‘To-morrow, therefore, as 
before said, 

THE EXCHANGE WILL BE THROWN OPEN 
to the inspection of the public, and the next 
day the restaurant will be in operation. It 
bas been deemed advisable by the ladies 
not to open the Exchange proper until 
the second Monday in Octeber in order 
to operate the restaurant alone during the 
latter half of this week and all through Fair 
week for the purpose of raising much-needed 
funds to place the enterprise on a firm basis. 
Accordingly, until the second Monday in Oc- 
tober the Women’s Exchange will be merely 
a restaurant. Arrangements have been 
made for a grand supper on the night of the 
Veiled Prophet’s ball, which will, no doubt, 
be partaken of by many attending that great 
event. The restaurant will be opened Thurs- 
day. A dinner will be given expressly to the 
gentlemen who have so nobly aided the 
board of managers by their generous contri- 
butions and valuable assistance, Thursday 
noon, invitations having already been sent 
vut tu them. ‘The ladies expect a laige pat- 
ronage during Fair week, the protits of which 
will enable them to stand the Exchange well 
on its feet. Neariy every appurtenauce of 
the Exchange has been donated. Many of 
these donations are of the vaiue of $100 and 
more. ‘The ladies have been overwneimed 
by these generous gifts, and regret their ina- 
bility to sufficientiy express their thanks, 
Among the principal donors are: Henry H.

COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


The “Silks” Disown the *‘Hoodlums’’— 
Democratic Centrai Committee. 


The Silk Stocking City Central Committee, 
at their meeting yesterday afternoon, had a 
session which was remarkable for harmony. 
Mr. Andre presided. About the only busi- 
ness was the reading of the _ reso- 
lution passed by the _ other te- 
publican City Committee, of which 


John H. Poh!man is chairman, and provid- 
ing for a conference between the two bodies. 
After the resolution was read Mr. Bulkiey 
took the floor to state that there could be no 
other Republican City Committee. save the 
one then in session, and tiuat consequently no 
attention should or could be paid to the pa- 
per just read. Mr. Peter Beiger was of the 
opinion that the ‘‘Hoodiums” should be met 
half way, and that .in this way har- 
mony might be secured once more. 

Mr. Tijou thought that Mr. Pohiman’s 
proposition Wasa trap, and he warned his 
confreres to give it a wide berth. Mr. Wolff 
introduced a resolution tothe effect that 
“The City Central Committee cannot re- 
cognize the resoiution dated September 24, 
1883, and signed J. H. Pohlman, chairman, 
as thereis no other ‘reguiar Republican Cen- 
tral Committee’ than the one of which Win.
